In this international assortment is represented the music of The Netherlands 
by Henk Badings's Passacaglia for organ and timpani (1958); Japan by Minoru 
Miki's Time for Marimba (1968); Poland by Augustyn Bloch's Meditations for 
soprano, organ and percussion (1961); Sweden by Jan W. Morthenson's Pour 
Madame Bovary (1962 revised 1973); and Four Dialogues for organ and percussion 
(1970) by Ray Luke of the United States. 

This free program opens the 1976-1977 concert season of The Cleveland Museum 
of Art. This extension of the perfoming arts series is the first effort of 
the present curator to explore the possibilities of other instruments and 
locations in the city. In this particular case it is the Trinity organ built 
and installed by Rudolf von Beckerath of Hamburg, West Germany twenty years ago.
